Awarded Sloan Fellowship 


Announcement has been made that 
Robert C' Sprague, Jr. Director of 
the Employe and Community Rela¬ 
tions Division and Director of Flight 
Operations, has been awarded a 
Sloan Fellowship for a year’s study at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
as a candidate for a Master of Science 
Degree. 

The Sloan Fellowships, established 
by grants from the Alfred P. Sloan 
Foundation, Inc., have been made 
annually since the 1930’s to outstand¬ 
ing young business executives selected 
from all parts of the country . This 
year’s group of Fellows numbers 36. 
These men will attend the Executive 
Development Program at MIT from 
June 1957 to June 1958. After com¬ 
pletion of the course, these men will 
return to their companies knowing 
more thoroughly how the demands of 
production, industrial relations, mar¬ 
keting and financial control all fit 
into a total operation. They will be 
able to make decisions that affect 
seemingly unrelated aspects of the 
organization and will understand the 
point of view of men in other in¬ 
dustries and in government with 
whom they must deal. 

The course is divided into three 
periods and runs for twelve months 
starting in June. For the most part, 
the men will follow a common course 
of study; however, for those who de¬ 
sire, the course work can be arranged 
to meet the requirements for a Master 
of Science Degree in Industrial Man¬ 
agement. Candidates for this degree 
must complete an individual study of 
a significant management program 
and present it as a thesis. Applicants 
normally move their families to the 
Cambridge area as it is felt that the 
wife should share in the husband’s 
experiences while he is partaking in 
this program. 

Mr. Sprague is one of four Fellows 
who have been chosen this year from 
the New England area. In addition

The Million-Dollar Lathe 

(From the Cleveland “Plain Dealer”) 

Thompson Products, for the 18th year, has continued its commendable 
custom of furnishing its employees with a simple, concise report of its financial 
operations, showing how much money the Company took in and what happen¬ 
ed. 

The income for 19.% totaled 8306.508,120. Expenses, not including wages, 
salaries or dividends, were 8175.535.061. leaving $130,973,059 to be divided 
among employees and stockholders. Of this amount, $117,960,454 went for 
payrolls, $4,183,905 was paid out in dividends and S8.828.701 was plowed 
back into the business. 

Why was it necessary to plow that much back into the business? The tale 
of the million-dollar turret lathe, included in the report, explains that. 

It seems that in 1942, the Company bought a lathe for $12,000. Under 
federal tax laws, it was permitted to depreciate the cost of the lathe over a 
14-year period. So. last year, when the lathe became obsolete, the Company' 
had $12,000 to buy a new one, plus $1,000, which was the resale value of the 
old one. The story continues: 

“But the replacement cost in 1956 was $35,000 for a lathe that would per¬ 
form the same functions as the old model, or $67,000 for a new one with 
attachments to meet today’s more exacting needs. 

“The Company had only $13,000 to do a $67,000 job. The difference of 
$54,000 had to come out of profits, and in order to get that amount in 1956 the 
Company had to earn a profit of more than $112,500 before taxes, because 
$54,000 was all there was left after the government took its corporate profit 
tax' of 52%. 

“And to earn that amount of profit, the Company had to sell more than a 
million and a quarter dollars worth of products to customers. It took more 
than $1,250,000 of sales to buy just one machine! 

“Thus, while $112.500 sounds like a lot of profit, we find, in this case, that 
the stockholders got none of it. The government took more than half, and the 
rest went to replace a machine so three Thompson people—one per shift— 
could continue working. 

“This story is duplicated hundreds of times each year throughout the Com¬ 
pany in the case of machines, large and small. This is why' only a relatively 
small amount of profit is paid to stockholders in dividends, and why a large 
portion must be retained to finance expansion and replacement so the Com¬ 
pany can continue to operate and employes can continue working.” 

This is something to think about when agitators scream about high corporate 
profits. No profits, no new machines, no jobs!

Solid Electrolyte Batteries 

by Donald M. Smyth 

During the past two and a half 
years the Signal Corps has sponsored 
a research program at Sprague Elec¬ 
tric for the investigation of a complete¬ 
ly new type of power source known as 
the solid electrolyte battery. The 
properties of such a device may per¬ 
haps be best illustrated by comparison 
with the familiar IJA volt flash light 
cell. Into an equivalent volume 
about 5000 solid electrolyte cells 
could be fitted, giving a 5000 volt 
battery which could perform its re¬ 
quired duties for a period of time at 
least ten limes longer than the aver¬ 
age flash light cell. Although this 
solid electrolyte battery would be 
capable of delivering only about 1 - 
200 the power of the flash light cell, 
the long shelf-life and small size of 
this type of power source are of great 
value in many applications. 

The solid electrolyte cell differs 
from a conventional battery due to 
the replacement of the usual liquid 
electrolyte with a solid, completely 
dry film of inorganic compound. In 
ordinary “dry” cells the electrolyte, 
which carries the electrical current 
inside each cell, is a water-based 
paste; in automobile batteries the 
electrolyte is a water solution of sul¬ 
furic acid. All of these water-based 
electrolytes tend to react with the 
active battery materials causing a 
relatively short battery life. This 
effect is commonly seen in a corroded 
“dry” cell. On the other hand, a 
properly chosen solid electrolyte has 
no such tendency to react with other 
cell components and the result is a 
device which must be ready for in¬ 
stant use throughout a twenty year 
period, the gain in stability is often 
worth the loss in power. 

This new type of battery has po¬ 
tential use in some of the following 
applications. It can supply the vol¬ 
tage required by the detector tube of a 
radio-activity meter. The combina¬ 
tion of a solid electrolyte battery and 
a capacitor can deliver a burst of 
relatively high power for a fraction 
of a second. The capacitor serves 
here as a reservoir of electricity which 
is kept charged by the battery; the 
capacitor can discharge very quickly 
an amount of power which the bat¬ 
tery alone might have taken several 
minutes to deliver. There are a 
number of military applications for 
this type of “single shot” power 
source. If the power output of these 
batteries can be increased somewhat 
over that of present models there will 
be wide applications in such commer¬ 
cial items as hearing aids, transistor 
radios, and other transistorized elec¬ 
tronic circuits. 

At present it appears possible to 
construct batteries with the proper¬ 
ties outlined above; however it re¬ 
mains to be seen if they can be ef¬ 
fectively mass-produced at a cost 
which is competitive with alternative 
power sources. 

This is another example how the 
R & E Department is working to de¬ 
velop new and better products in 
order to maintain Sprague Electric’s 
position as a leader in the compon¬ 
ent’s field and to maintain employ¬ 
ment stability.

COMMUNITY SOUGHT 

I hrottgh the United Community 
Fund and its many service members, 
we in the Northern Berk-shires are 
fortunate to receive financial or med¬ 
ical aid as the need arises. 

One of these service organizations 
is the Northern Berkshire Mental 
Health Association. Inc. When we 
think of diseases, we usually think of 
illnesses to the body and not of the 
mind. However, impairment of men¬ 
tal health is one of the most serious 
threats to well-being. Realizing that 
mere was a need for some type of 
mental health, care in the community, 
a group of interested citizens were 
appointed back in 1952 to explore the 
possibilities of providing aid in this 
area. In 1953 the drive for mental 
aid was given a boost when the local 
group was informed that the State 
Legislature had appropriated funds 
for establishing mental health clinics 
in the slate with the stipulation that 
the money be used for children onlv. 
In 1954 a sub-committee on local 
psychiatric needs was organized with 
Dr. E. L. Frcel of State Feat hers’ 
College as chairman. On October 
8th of that year the Northern Berk¬ 
shire Mental Health Association was 
organized, and finally in 1955 an¬ 
nouncement was made that clinical 
service was to be made available for 
the communities of North Adams. 
Adams. Williamstown. Stamford and 
Florida. 

Through the support of the State 
leathers' College, which provided 
space rent free and through local in¬ 
dustries who contributed time and 
equipment to partitioning the large 
room into three offices, a play-ther¬ 
apy room and a reception room, the 
clinic was finally launched in October 
of 1955 with Dr. Earl (). Brown. Jr. 
as director and Mr. Anthony J. 
Virgilio as psychiatric social worker. 

1 his service organization is one of 
many under iht United Community 
Fund which provide aid to the needv 
in our community. Through state 
funds and the generous contributions 
of all in this community, there is an 
established mental health clinic for 
school-aged children at the North 
Adams Teachers' College which is 
open year-round on a daily basis 
from 9:00 a.in. to 4:00 p.m. This 
organization has been established for 
your benefit. If you need help for 
your children, it is urged that you 
lake advantage of these facilities.
